Losi><)s, Oct. 4.— It Is thought now 
that thn strike of ntokcrs at the London 
faslight »nd coko works, which was 
threatened as a result of tlie g;i» work- 
•n' anion demanding the diacha»e of 
MB-union men frovi the comphny^ fler- 
rice has been averted. 

The itokerB denjr that they ever in- 
tended to etrike, tmt there is reason to 
believe that ttiey wer* nwkinf prepara- 
tions to htttaapt an snforoement of 
their denuad, and were led to adopt a 
different view of the situation only 
When they saw ths determined action 
taken by the oompany in establirthing 
board and lodging honsea iu bide the 
works (or non-snion men and inducing 
the anthoritiss to order tho military 
under hrtns. 

These formidable nreparationn to 
gght in oiiao of a strike overowed the 
men and if they quit work at all tin y 
will probably select Home other tiuiu, 
when they can cutch tii« cuiuimny un- 
awares. There in some talk of the com- 
pany's foroing the iafue now, however, 
and foniing its emi loyes to rsnovnce 
the union or leave its service.

OXVSTANTINOPI.E, Oct. 4. — A high 
Busdian offic ial, whos* ixmt is on tlm 
Armenian frontier, recently w.iriied 
the Caimacaii uf AlasiiKerd that Ar- 
liieiiiaim from that place wnre gathering 
within the Ku^^Dian frontier line and in- 
tended to make a night attack upon the 
Turkish troops at Alashgerd. consisting 
of a battalion of infantry aud a squad- 
ron of cavalry.

Cabaoab, Oct. 4.— Clamors rise on all 
Sides for tha removal of fkniv Don S. 
Casanas, tha prsssat saorttagjr of state 

for foreign affairs of Vanttaalft, It is 

stated that Senor Casanas. seeing the 

deplora.)le ht.ite in which the bound- 
ary queHtioii was between tireat Britain 
and Venezuela, respecting the British 
claims to the territory at tha mouth of 
the Orinoco rivir. sent secretly Dr. 
Pulido as plenipi'tetitiary to Eugland. 

Dr Pulido s mlsslou was to enter into 
a secret underritandiug between the two 
couiitneit. Ex-PrfsideutUuzman Hiancu 
was cabled to in Paris, and i-equested to 
aid Dr. Pulido iu his missiuii, but he 
retuse<l. 

The Crespo and Guzman Blanco ele- 
ments have .ioined hands against Presi- 
dent I'lilaaio's policy, and tne jne ident 
is being urged to convene congress in 
extra session in December, whic . is two 
months befoio the time for tlie rei^'ular 
session. A revolution is greatly t'eareil.

Bai.timoki;, (^ct. 4. - The present con- 
dition of the ca es of the Navassa rioters 
who are under ssotence of daath in this 
city, is sach as to'strongly indicate that 
they will pay the penalty of their crime 
upon the gallows, despite the efforts 
which were put forth to bring them be- 
fore the supreme court of the United 
States. George H. Kev, who murdered 
James Mahan; Henry Jones, who bat- 
tered the brains out of Thomas N. 
Foster, and EdWHrd Smith, who brut- 
ally killed Samuel .March, are iu jail 
undar sentence of death. On Feb. 80, 
the three men were condemned to be 
hanged on March 'id. On the same day 
fourteen others wers sent to the Albany 
penitentiary for long terms, whil^ others 
were sent to the bouse of oorr^ion. 

An appeal resulted in a postponement 
until t)ct. 11. No brief has either be^n 
prepared or filed by counsel for tua 
pris(jners, although the rules require 
that the orief shall be hied at least six 
days before the hearing. It is a matter 
of iiupossibili y to get it prepared m 
time, so counsel say. The reason for 
this inatrtivity on the part of counsel 
for the pi isoners it stated to be lack of 
funds. It is uut thought that the court 
will countenance a Further ix^stpone- 
ment of the case and therefore tlie 
three men who are under sent -itce of 
death must make up their minds to die.

St. Lot- is, Oct. 4.— The Chronicle's 
Little Rock, Ark., special says: Alex- 
ander Fraiz«r, a noted colored preacher 
was iu uolice oourt yesterday morning 
charged with drunkemjcss.

Dun's Report on the Condition 
of Trade» 



BRILUAMT PROSPIOT AHEAD. 



An Eaiiy Mouey Marh^l and Xacraaaod 
Hunlneas K<>ported From all the I<ead> 
Ing Trad* Outer* — Large Pnynienta of 
tha Pnblle Debt Haa Oretly Increased 

the C'lmilntloii. 

New YoHK, Oct 4. -R. G. Dun & 
Company's wi ekly review of trade says: 
Never before has there been in any 
month so great an i n o r aass in tha oir* 
culation or so large a pajrmant of public 
debt as in the month Just closed. The 
aggregate circulation m now i|fl,4i)S,07:i,- 
".OV, having increaaad SB2,UUH,7«7 iu 
September. Money markets in all 
parts of the country have returned to 
greater ease. Domestic trada Is im- 
proving in all directions, and at least 
for the time tiiere is also improvement 
in exports, which now show for the 
past month a gain of 7 per cent, over 
last year at New York. Conditions 
also fa\*or abroad, and the Bank of 
England hits dec.iued to raise its rate. 

Of the magnitude of domestic trade, 
it appears that actual payments thr<iugh 
clearing houses outside iSew York were 
in September 16 l-'J per cent, greater 
than la.-<t year. This is partly due to 
higher prices, for the generid average uf 
commodities hits risen 1 per cent, dur- 
ing the past week. At Chicago cattle 
receipts in September were the largest 
ever known for that month. Receipts 
and exports of cotton both were much 
above last year's. Memphis circulars 
state that 8(A re)x)rt8 show an increase 
of twelve pounds | er acre over last year 
in the yield, thouf^h continued rains 
cause a gloomy feeling at jiresent. The 
sales of wool at Boston exceeded 7,000,- 
000 pounds ast week. Sales of iron ore 
at Cleveland thus far this year are 8,- 
SOO.OOO tons, exceeding last year's to 
date by one-third. 

Boston notes liealthyand encouraging 
trade in New England. Philadelphia 
reports more confidence and much im- 
provement in wool. Chicago notes be- 
sides heavy receipts of grain, meats and 
cattle, a larger trade in dry goods than 
last year. St. Louis notes unusual 
activity in all lines. Cinciimati reports 
very liberal orders for clothing and a 
good trade in tobacco. Milwaukee 
note* very good trade. At Savannah 
trade is Very brisk, at St. Paul and 
MinneapoUis, Omaha, Denver and Kan- 
sas City it is very good, at Detroit bet- 
ter than last year, and at Pittsburg 
large iu volume. 

The iron market is siuj^ularly sus- 
tained in spite of unprecedented produc- 
tion by the unurecede ted demand for 
platas, bar. skelp, sheet and structural 
r on and wrought pipe. Laka copin-r is 
firmly held at seventeen centti and lead 
is Strong at five and th rty seven hun- 
dredths cents. Cotton ami coffee have 
been unchauged in price. 

The details given show that in all 
parts of the country, and in all import- 
ant bra dies of business, there is phe- 
nomenal activity. 

The Iditiiness failures occurring 
throughout the country the past seven 
days uumb.-r for the United States 1 'id 
and for Canada <11, or a total of I'll, as 
compared with a total of 219 last week 
and 1 00 the week previous to the last. 
For the corresponding week of last year 
the figures were 'Hm, representing 17'.' 
failures in the United States aud M 
in tha Dominion of Canada.

LoNLiiiN, Ky., Oct 4. The most re- 
markable congressional loiiveutiun ever 
held in Kentucky has been m session 
three davs in the Eleventh district. The 
district is the only Republican one in 
the state and the consequence was bit- 
tei. There were five candidates and 
four of them were arrayed against the 
iiftn, FAk Fialay,' 1^ present repre- 
sentative. 

The temix>rary organization was 
against Finley as was the permnnent 
organization. It took two days and 
nights to get the convention organized. 
Thursday afternoon the first b.illot was 
taken resulting as follows: Nell, liH l-H; 
Adams, :.'7 Boreiiig, 'i'> 1-2; Wil- 

son, (14, and Finley, 46 I-f}. John U. 
Wilson is the present rep r ese n tative 
from the Tenth district. 

With but very few chaiiKcs balloting 
was coutiuued until ninety-four ballots 
had been taken. At the close of the 
uiiiety-fifth Ijallut it was decidetl to drop 
'the name of the candidate receiving the 
fewest numher uf votes after the 101st 
vote. The balloting pruceMed without 
incident of importance until after the 
lUlst ballut. 

The 10','d hallot then proceeded, but 
it soon ai)peared that .Mr. Wil.son wis 
nominateii. .Mr. Hill, of Whitley 
couutv, moved th:it Wilson's nomina- 
tion be made unanimous, which was 
carried with a u hoop. He was ihen 
intro'luced. and iu a happy little speech 
accepted the iiomiiiatiun. Thaoonveu* 
tioii then ad.iouriieil.

oountry: 

"Tho l;iw applies to any letter, ordi- 
nary or registered, if it couceruB any 
lottery, gilt concert, or scheme de- 
•cribed in the itection. and to lottery 
tickets, clucks, drafts, bills, money, 
postal ni>t H. or money orders for the 
purcha!?e of lottery tickets, or any share 
«r chance in a Itjlfi-ry or gift enterprisa. 
And to the hat vt the drawings itt all 
•imilar schciues, tind for Inds for deliv- 
•rv of niailn. 

Th« Beal of a letter, or of any 8«'Rle(l 
or packet pre|)areil at Ifttrr rates, must 
sot l)e disturbt'il lor the jiurposo of as- 
OWtaitiing if its transmission in the 
mail, or its ilclivi-ry at a post if^ii'e, is 
forbiddi-u by the provisions of this act. 
Ifor will tile mere «uspi^;i'>u that such 
letter or packet relates to a lottery, or 
the fact it is addressed to any person 
known to be eiif^atred in the business o 
conducting a lottery, justify its deten- 
tion or nou-ilelivcry, except tiiat the de- 
livered letters at <jtlice of destination 
Bhall be Withheld when the iiostmaster 
general has iiMued apecitic orders, under 
the provtatona of Motion 8WM, to that 
effect. . , 

"Postal cards 'and circnlnrii unsealed, 
and all other nnsenled matter when sus- 
pected of havin;i been dep<isited ur 
mailed in ]Movisions, bo examined for 
the purpf)se of ascertaining tlieir i-har- 
HCter. The mailing of matter inter- 
dicted by this act by citi/.ens to lottery 
companies and their representatives is 
as clear a violation of tho law us the 
muiliiig.of such matter by lottery com- 
panies to thoir OMtOMiiin or otlMr per- 
sons. 

"When it is known at the time of de- 
positing them for mailing that jiostal 
cards or circulars are uumHilal)le under 
the itrovisionij (jf Section J8'.>4, the iKjst- 
master should decline to receive tfiem 
If they be found in a poHtijtlice, and the 
sender is unknown to the postmaster, 
or if thev be discovered in the mail in 
transit, they should oe withdrawn and 
marked or stamped 'fraudulent' and 
sent to the postmaster general, accom- 
panied by a spepial report from (he 
p<jstma.st4'r expliBlitlg tOt fOMO^^. tot 
their detention. 

"The provisions of this act a;iplios to 
letters, postal cards and circulurs con- 
cerning lotteries or similar schemes 
that come in the uiiiils for foreign coun- 
tries, and such matter ho received 
should be treutod iws if it originated in 
the United .States. Mutter sent in viola- 
tion of the jirovision of ti*.<ctioii 'd>V\. 
diHcov(>red by peatmasters at intermedi- 
ate oliices, sh(.uld t>e withdrawn from 
the mail and di.spoKed of in ih« same 
manner as if it had lieen discovered by 
the postmaster at the office of iniiiling 
or the otiice of delivery. Bnt post- 
masters at intermediate oihces should 
not delay the trRiisniibsion nf otlier mail 
in making special search for anytliiiig 
declared by this act to b«> uniniiil.ible. 

"Newspapers. pauii)hleti* and publica- 
tions of all kindrj. Bearing date before 
or since the li'ih il;ty of S. pt-mher, 
18tt0, at which date the a-t toolc effect, 
which contdin the advertisement of any 
lottery, gift, onterin-ise. 'jr similar 
Bcneme. or the whole or pa' t wf the lisj 
of prizes awarded at the drawings of 
lotterie* or similar schemts, are, by the 
provisions of this ac^, denied carriage 
in the mails oi delivury to subscribers, 
5ddjeij.oty, or to any other jiersons, or 
as "sample copies ' Postmnsters should 
ref.iBO to receive them from publisiiers 
or to deliver them if by inadvertence 
they roach tho ofiice of destination. 
When found by postiuasteis in tho mail 
in transit, they should be held until a 
report concerning them can bo made to 
the P^'^t'nas;er gentpiOjw^ 
tions received fMB lUt^am tlirdis* 
pojtng < >i them.
